calls attention to the desirability of 
erecting similar monuments in’ the 
great centres of population. No s;

ROYALTY. ESCAPE,: 


King and Queen Might Have Suffered 
“In Serious Explosions, 

LONDON, May 14.—Owing to 
change in the day's program, says 
The Daily Mirror, the King and Queen 
escaped an . alarming - and © possibly. 
dangerous experience. at Aldershot. 
The Queen’ was to fire a mine con. 
sisting of 100 pounds of gunpowder 
by means of an elactric button from 
an iron shed filty yards away. The 
charge was too dangerous to leave un- 
exploded, so when it was known that 
Their Majesties would be unable to 
carry out that part of the program 
the order was given to fire it. The 
danger zone was understood to be a 
circle about filty yards in diameter, 
with the mine as the centre. Owing, 
it is said, to a strong wind and other 
causes, ‘the explosion caused dense 
masecs of clay to rise high iv the air 
and fall mainly on the high road, a 
distance of more than one hundred 
yards. Quantities of earth fell near 
the shed. where. the. Queen would have 
been, and on a point of the roadway 
where the King would almost certain- 
have been watching the explosion 
probabiv on horseback. |/One ‘piece of 
clay fell near the shed. and «eighed 
o¥er half s hundredweight.

“\The ike. which has Eee hte done by the Hon. L. P. Pelletier, 
ae in providing a better steamship mail servic? be- 
tween ‘Canada and the mother country is being rivalled by the announce- 
thent just niade by him of the result of work done by him last summer 
while in England, which will bring about better conditions for Canada 
in respect of ocean telegraphic communication. 









It will tend to bring 
more closely together Canada and the mother country and thereby cc- 





ment the bonds of Empire; but the scheme will also provide better con- 
diticns for tclegraphic communication between Canada, the United 
Kingdom and other parts of the British Empire, more especially Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. 

, The bill presented by Mr. Pelletier provides a remedy for the mon- 

poly, which has hitherto existed on the part of American companies 

R in the cable service between England and Canada. It is unfortunately 
true that the American cable companies have in the past been the cen- 
tral agencies for spreading cable news between the mother country and 
Canada. But ake Pelletier by his new arrangement has changed the 
;situation. 

it The Postmaster-General has been able to formulate his plai be- 
cause a number of very wealthy persons in the mother country have 
formed themselves into a syndicate, 
Radiotelegraph Syndicate, Limited. They will bring to Canada the 
“Poulsen’s Arc System. It was tricd and gave good results. The syn- 
dicate undertake and guarantee, first, to establish wireless communica- 
ation. between Canada and the mother country. The central point to 
which they shall come in Canada is Montreal. Then, in the second 

‘Iplace, the Syndicate guarantee that they will give an excellent service 
“nt-a-speed-of four hundred -letters-per minute.——This-is very-important 
*Four hundred letters per minute means one hundred per cent, better 
“on the average than the cable companies can do at the present time.

Historic Spats Around Niagara Falls 
Are Object of Pilgrimage for Inter- 
national Delegates to Anglo-Ameri- 
can Centenary, Conference—Hearty 
Reception ts Tendered by Canadian 
and U, S. Officials, 


NIAGARA FALLS, Ont., May 19.— 

The British, United States and other 
delegates to the committee arranging 
the celebration of the one hundred 
years of peace between the two coun. 
tries arrived here carly yesterday 
morning from Detroit, in company 
with. the committee which had been 
sent from both sides of the river to 
meet them at Detroit. At two o'clock 
the members.of-the delegation; accom 
panied by a local reception commit- 
tee, set out in automobiles to view 
the battlegrounds at Chippawa. thence 
they proceeded to the famous Lundy's 
Lane, following. which the historical 
heights of Queenston were visited and 
Gen. Brock’s monument inspected. At 
this point Hon. Peter Porter gave 
the visitors a short history of the war 
of 1812, 
The descent was made to the Lewis- 
ton bridge, where the whole party 
cfossed to the American side. At 
Niagara Falls, N.Y., 3 stop was made 
at the administratiof buildings of the 
State Reservation, where the commis- 
sioners of the Reservation tendered a 
reception to the distinguished visitors, 
& formal address being read by Mr. 
Charles Dow, the. president.

~°3. No holder of a license shall send any Immigrant to a position 
without having a written order from the prospective employer stating 
the nature of the work, wages to be paid, etc., etc. No such order 
Shall be filled if over two months old, and all such orders shall at all 

etimes be open to the inspection of any immigration official. 

4- No holder of a license shall charge an immigrant more than 
$1.00 for securing him a position, nor for transportation to where work

NO. MORE - SEA-SICKNESS 


The Belgian State Steamera'/ Antl- 
5 Rolling Device 





Passengers crossing tho Channel in 
the new Belgian State steamers enjoy 
the delights of a sea voyage without 
the miseries of sea-sickness. Tho new 
steamers, Stad Antwerpen and Ville 
do Liége, which tho Belgian Govern- 
ment runs on tho Dover4)stend routo, 
arp the first among thoivessels plying 
“pdtween Great Britain; and tho Con 
tinent to be provided with an antl- 
Tolling arrangement. 

Tho arrangement, devised; by Mr. 
Frahm, the engineer, conslats/of tanks 
filted on both sides of the vessel as 
far as possible from her centre-linoe 
and‘ communicating with cach other. 
Theso tanks contain water, which is 
displaced under the Influence of roll- 
ing. This water, which tends to flow 
to tho lowest side, does not run at 
once from ono side to tho other, but 
“lags,” so to speak, It will be under. 
stood, thereforo, that thero Is always 
a greater bulk of water on tho side 
of tho vessel~which Is rising. Thus 
tho effect of the welght of water con- 
tained in tho tanks approximately 
dalances at cach moment tho effect 
of the impact of the waves against 
tho hull of tho vessel, and thus pre- 
vents tho rolling motion, 

The results obtained on several 
yessels aro remarkable. Rolling mo 
tion, which used to make the vessel 
incline to eltho sido at on anglo of 
fom 10 to 20 degrees, 1s commonly 
reduced to 2 or 3 degrees,

OTTAWA, May 23.—Although. the 
focus of attention at the capital has 
been turned towards the Senate, 
where’ the naval bil’ awaits discus: 
sion, the budget was vigorously de- 
bated in the Commons yesterday. 

Mr. F..B. Carvell (Carleton, N.B.), 

who resumed the debate in tha bud- 
get, said that if’ paying off a part of 
the national debt meant. increasing 
taxation jof the people, then Canuda 
should not try to pay it off. He de- 
nounced the expenditure of ten. mil- 
lion dollars.on the Militia Depart- 
ment, declaring that the men would 
not get two millions of that amount. 
but that the great bulk of it would go 
to the “dudes and war lords,’ who 
were running the Department. 
_He made a plea for free farm’ ma- 
chinery. He maintained that the 
farmers were paying 20 per cent, more 
than ubey should for machinery. ‘The 
dcty could at the same time, he said, 
be removed or greatly lowered on the 
materisls which go into farm tma- 
chinery. . 

Mr. Carvell advocated reciprocity in 
the sale of fruits. He said the U.S. 
produce would not interfere with the 
Canadian growers, because the sea- 
sons were different. He said also that 
it was Icgalized robbery that the peo- 

le of Canada were paying from'&0 to 
00 per cent. too much for wollen 
goods, 
Dr. Edwards (Frontenac), who fol- 
lowed, said the Government was jus- 
tified in maintaining a high duty on 
fruits. The early fruit,;he said, was 
a lJuxury. The rich could afford to 
pay the extra price. 

Mr. Edwards said the farmers of 
Canada were well satisfied with the 
existing tariff and were heartily in 
favor of the proposed expenditure for 
Dreadnoughts. 

Mr. Edwards then reviewed the fis- 
cal history of the 
years and said that the tariff now in 
force was substantially the tariff of 
the national policy as laid down by 
Sir Join Macdonald. Doubtless some 
chanzes would be necessary for some

London: Times, 

LONDON, May 23.—(C.A.P. Cable.) 
—The Times, after reviewing the nav- 
al controversy in the Canadian House 
of Commons, says that while public 
speakers and writers in England will 
refrain from interferring in the do- 
mestio arguments of the dominions, 
they cannot be neutral in the present 
situation. “For our part,” it says, 
“we shall not conceal our opinion 
that Borden's speeches have shown 
a miperice and unchallenged grasp of 
the facts, But we are far from su 
posing that those, whether in Canada 
or this country, who take a different 
view, are less loyal. This point. re- 
quires to be pressed. 

“It is not unreasonable to expect 
in this matter, any more than in the 
struggle over the reciprocity agree 
ment two years ago, that strong opin. 
ions should not be held and expressed 
on cither side, but the British: comn- 
ment on the reciprocity agreement 
was carricd to the further point of 
questioning the loyalty of those in 
Canada who thought the agreement 
sound. Imputations of that nature 
are an inevitable feature of domestic 

rty controversy, but what is their 
justification? In a narrower sphere 
they are indefensible, but not in the 
broad area of imperial affairs, and 
they can only do incalculable harm. 
Nothing, we believe, has been more 
keenly felt by Canadian Liberals than 
the charge of indifference to British 
unity, which was directed against 
Shem not merely by their Canadian 
opponents, but from some quarters in 
England as well. 

“We trust ‘no such imputations will 
be heard upon their action to-day.

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Despatch From Advent Bay to Berlin 
Contains Broken Passages From 
“the Notes of Artist Herr Rave Who 
Accompanied the Schroeder-Stranz 
Expedition—Left Ship In Septem- 
ber of 1912, 


BERLIN, May 23.—A description of 
the terrible sufferings undergone by 
the members of the German Arctic 
expedition commanded by Licut. 
Schroeder-Stranz, which met disaster 


fat Spitzbergen, is given in the diary 


of the Artist Herr. Rave, who is one 
of the rescued. He telegraphed ex- 
tracts to Derlin yesterday from Ad- 
vent Bay, giving details of the move. 
ments of the expedition after its 
members had abandoned their vessel, 
the Herzog Ernst, on Sept, 21, 1912. 

The despatch, while in some places 
incomplete, and almost incomprehen- 
sible, says: 

“The proposal to abandon the ship 
came from’ Captain Ritschel at the 
beginning of September. The vessel 
then had provisions for four months. 
besides a large supply of condensed 
food hy she was otherwise well 
equipped. 

“The party started for Advent Bay 
and reached a hut on Wijde Bay on 
Oct. 4. 

“Dr. Rudiger, the oceanozrapher, 
was suffering then from a hall-frozen 
foot, two of his toes being in bad 
condition. I offered to remain with 
him there until the 
bring back help. 

“The hut contained a mdyth'’s pro- 
visions, Dr, Rudiger and [ri with- 
out tools, sleeping bags or lights. 
melted some fat and made tichts and 
fashioned some sleeping bags from 
salted skins which I found in the hut. 

“Dr. Rudiger's foot became worse 
and there were no more bandage ma- 
terials. The provisions ran out and 
we left the hut on Nov, 23, hoping to 
regain the ship. 

“We suffered, xeverely, having noth- 
ing to drink, but we finally reached a 
hut at Mossel Bay, where we found 
some hard and moldy bread. 

“We remained there three days 
during a slorm and then started again 
for the shin, guiding ourselves by 
the stars. We arrived at the ship on 
Dec. 1. 

“Dr. Rudiger in the meanwhile had 
suffered greatly, two more of his toea 
and four finzers having been frozen, 
while his foot became so bad that it 
had to be amputated. The guides and 
sailors of the expedition returned un- 
expectedly to the ship on Dec. 24. re. 
porting the loss of Eberhardt. They 
had no news of Dr. Dettmers or Dr. 
Moeser, the botanist.

Breton tghthouse killed 500 
woodcock fn one night. In November 
at Rarflenr 1,00, woodcock were killed 
In four nights besides 8,000_ birds of 
other kinds. Their dead boules covered 
the rocks, 

A device adopted by a Friesland 
Ughthouse consists of a horizuntal 
wheel from which hangs a louse net- 
work which catches the birds, thus 
preventing thelr fall to the rocks. ~ 

Unt Professor Thysse has Invented a 
life saving device which so far lias 
been found to be the most effective of 
them all, It is a sort of wooden spider 
web and forms a resting place for the 
birds. They go to sleep comfortably 
for the night and in the morning are 
ready to continue their pight. This 
wooden Web may be seen fp north Hol- 
fand on the tower of the Terschilling 
lighthouse. In ono olght alone 2,000 
chaffincbes and larks slept in the web 
around the light, and on another olght 
3,000 tleldfares occupled the same lodg- 
ing Luuse.—Harper’s Weekly.

OTTAWA, May 24.—The Liberal ma- 

jority ‘in the Senate yesterdsy again 
assérted itsclf! by riding rough shod 
over the Government. Thursday 
night, it will’ be remembered, the 
highways bill was amended {in com- 
mittce so as to require the Sppropria- 
tion for construction and improve. 
ments of roads to be distributed 
among the provinces upon the basis 
of population. 
The intention of the Liberals in the 
Upper House is to send the bill back 
to the Commons alive, and if pos- 
-}-sible,—relieve—the=Benate~from the 
odium of “killing” it. This action 
was not unexpected, but it was view. 
ed with interest as indicating the 
/} solidity and determination of the Lib- 
éral Senators to support the minority 
in ‘the Commons, : 

Hon. Mr. Lougheed, Government 
leader sin the Senate, refused on 
Thursday night, to-accept the amend- 
ment.and declined to proceed further 
‘| with the bill. Thereupon Sir George 
‘Ross moved that the bill as amended 
‘| be read a third time, but the point 
of order was taken that a private 
member could not take charge of a 
bill introduced by the Governmer 

Yesteryday Mr. Speaker Landry sus. 
tained the point of order, but an ap- 
peat was taken which. was sustained 
iy a vole of 44 to 19. Sir George Ross 
then moved the third reading of the 
bill, which was adopted, and alter 
some further debate, the measure was 
passed as amended.

‘Senate on the Highways Bill on Fri- 
‘day is not promising of a happy end- 
ing of the session of Parliament from 
the Gorernment’s point of view. The 
measure in question is one of those in 
‘regard to which there has been_dj- 
vision of view on party lines. Tho 
GoGrernment proposed one method of 
expending the money to be voted and 
the Opposition another. The Govern- 
ment view prevailed in the House of 
Commons, that of the Opposition in 
the Senate. The Bill as amended, 
stood for a third reading,” which the 
Government was not ready to more, 
The Liberal leader in the Senate, Sir 
George Ross, took the matter into his 
own hanos. The Speaker, on being; 
appealed to, ruled that the Bill be- 
ing introduced by the Gorernment 
and having a Minister as its sponsor, 
could only be taken up on. motion of 
the Government, From this an ap- 
freal was taken, and thé Liberals be- 
ing in the majority in the member- 
chip, the Spoaker was over-ruled. As 
a matter of right the action of the 
majority may not bo \ assailed, A 
House of Parliament, once a Bill has 
been introduced, is master of it, and 
may deal with it as it pleases and 
when it pleases. Custom, which has 
common sense to back it, has gained 
the force of a rule, however, and it 
is unusual for ‘a measure to be taken 
up for action except on the motion or 
by the request of the member whoso 
name appears on the order paper as 
being in charge of it. This custom 
Sir George Ross broke. His purpose 
was fairly evident. Ho tested his

Mr. W. B. Lanigan, general freight 
agent of the C.P.R. at Winnipeg, in 


an interview controrerts the charge 
mado at a recent Winnipeg Board of 
Trade mecting that the high freight 
rates on live stock had driven the 
cattlo-raising —industry ont -of- busi« 
ness, He says that the cost of carry- 
ing a steer from Calgary to Winnipeg 
is a half a cent a pound live weight. 
The cost of ‘sirloin steak in Winnipeg 
is 50 cents a pound, and Mr. Lanigan 
wants to know who gets the other 
491-2 cents. The work of transport- 
ation of lire stock from Russell to 
Wiunipeg is one-fith of a cent a 
pound, so that the freight rate is not 
much of a factor in the fixing of the 
retail price. He declares that it costs 
more to deliver meat from the rail- 
way car to the consumer than it does 
to carry it a thousand miles by rail. 
Exportation of cattle to Great Hritain 
has fallen off because of the increase

It is difficult to seo what justifica- 
tion the Senate has in killing. the 
Highways Act, which, next to tho 
Naral Bill, is the most popular moas- 
ure tho Gorernment has introduced 
this session. The lighways Act, pro- 
viding forthe. establishment. of a 838 
tem of better roads throughout Can- 
ada, has been heavily endorsed by 
farmers’ organizations and rural as- 
sociations from Halifax to Vancouver. 
Under a system of _cooporation be- 
tween the provinces and the Dominion 
it is proposed to devoto as an initial 
expendituro 4 million and a half this 
first year. Tho bill was thrown oub 
by the Senate last year on tho ground 
that the moasure did not contain 
clauses providing that the expendi- 
ture was to be divided among tho dif- 
ferent provinces in proportion to the 
population. 

A definite assurance was given last 
year by tho Premier that this plan 
would be followed, and when tho esti- 
mates wero brought down they con- 
tained an exact division by provinces, 
This year again the supplementary 
extimates contain a voto of a million 
and a half, which js apportioned ac- 
cording to population. And yet this 
is the only reason adtanced by the 
Upper Houso for killing » measure 
of the utmost value to the farmers of 
Canada.

Hon. Mr. Dandurand—No. The 
Prime Minister has declared the con-

Hon. Mr. Corby—I nam just repeat 
ing what the hon. leader of the Op- 
position said in the House. He said 
the other night that the Bill would 
ve either amended or thrown out. | 
fecl that this Bill is very important. 
It interests the whole Dominion of 
Canada, not only the agricultural 
class, but every merchant through. 
out the whale Dominion is interested 
in good roads. There is nothing that 
would bring money into the Domine 
ien of Canada like good roads, more 
especially now that we have to the 
south of us a nation that has millions 
of automobiles. The citizens of that 
country are prepared to come in 
herq if we have good roads. Thef 
wodld spend their money here. 1 
would go even further than this Bill 
and say that it would be a good in- 
vestment for the Dominion of Can- 
ada to build a read from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific, a read that will 
induce tourists te come in here and 
spend their money. 1 have been in 
Switzerland, Germany and Haly, and 
find hundreds =! cars from the Unit- 
ed States that were shipped over 
there at an expense of a hundred or 
so each way, and we all know that 
the five or. seven passenger car cith- 
pot go through any country in the 
world without spending twenty-five 
collars a day in expenses, and I de 
not think I am exaggerating here 
when I say that if. we had a fir-t- 
clasa road from tho Atlantic to the 
Pacific, with the beautiful scenery 
that we have in Nova Scotia, the Do- 
minion, New Brunswick, British Co- 
Jumbia, Ontarie, and Quebec, 1 
think it a small estimate when TE 5ay 
that ‘between a thousand and fifteen 
fundred) cars would be trayellims 
over theso roads for three or four 
months in the year.

Canadian -Northern - Wilt) Get About 
Fifteen Millions Towards Compile 
tion of Its Transcontinental—Seven 
Millions of C.N.R. Stock Taken 
Over—Georgian Bay Canal Wilt Be 
Inquired Into. 


OTTAWA, May 29.—Hon. Frank 
Cochrane tabled in the Commons yes- 
terday railway. subsidies for the year 
totalling approximately $22,000,000, 
of which $15,600,000 is for the Cana- 
dian Northern lines in Ontario and 


the West. 5 

A> subsidy of $6,400 per mile is 
granted for the Toronto-Ottawa line, 
a distance of 250 miles. 

A’ double subsidy of $12,000 per 
mile is granted on the line from Ot- 
tawa to Port Arthur, a distance of 
910 miles, and also on the line from 
Edmonton to the boundary of the 
Province of British Columbia, near 
the Yellowhead Pass, a distance of 
260 miles, The money is to be pay- 
able out of the consolidated revenue 
fund, and i= to be granted-under-the 
usual conditions at the option of the 
Governor-in-Council. 

The double subsidy of $12,000 per 
mile for the Ottawa-Port Arthur and 
Edmonton-Yellowhead Pass __ lines, 
amounting to something under $7,- 
000,000, is to be secured by the trans- 
ferring to the Minister of Finance 
shares in the common stock of the 
C.N.R. to the par value of $7,000,000. 

The Ontario Government is subsi- 
dized “at $6,400 on the following lines 
of the T. & N. O. Railway; North 
Bay to Cochrane, 258 miles; Engle- 
hart to Chariton, 7.8 miles; Cobalt to 
Kerr Lake.

Not of 
good-will, but of necessity, have come 
many of the reforms of our day. 
They are concessions wisely made. 
They will doubtless be followed by 
still greater concessions, which also 
will be wise; yet all the concessions 
that can be made will not satisfy the 
appetite of the growing discontent. 
Each concession of the favored classes 
to the masse is like throwing food to 
a pursuing pack of hungry wolves. 
They stop to devour the advantare, 
but have their appetites thereby 
whetted for more. 

Man‘s only remedy fs now too late. 
A complete turning of the hearts of 
men to God was much more nearly 
possible filty years aco, when there 
was gpreater faith in the Bible, great- 
er faith in an Almighty Creator. The 
Higher Critics have done their work 
well, destroying faith in the only 
Book for which Divine inspiration 
can be claimed. Education has done 
its part and commercialism its part, 
until the world is on fire with selfish 
ambition—desire for riches and lux- 
uries—being desirous of obtaining 
them without cost to themselves.

Of Fraud in Cuba 


American Enters Sul Suit--Claims De- 
fendant Promoted Bogus Plan- 
tation Scheme 


LONDON, May 23. 23.—A remarkable 
story of how Charles Eugene Carbon- 
neau, who is now in jail in Paris, 
‘palmed off upon a'group of Americans 
ynd Englishmen non-existent plant- 
ations in Cuba was told today in the 
High Court of Justico. Francis Henry 
Kinnear, the manager of large estates 
in tho United States, ‘is suing Car- 
bonneau and another for damages am- 
ounting to nearly $10,000. Tho de- 
fendant- is dosoribed-as-a-Franco-Am= 
crican Company promoter. 

Kinnear, who arrived from New 
York three days ago, charges fraud- 
ulent misrepresentation and conspir- 
acy in connection with the Cuban 
Land Plantation Company, a concern 
registered under the laws of South 
Dakota as capitalized at $1,000,000. 

Counsel said thst three years ago 
Kinnear negotiated with Carbonneau 
for the managership of the company's 
estates in the province of Pinar del 
Rio, Cuba, as the result of advertise- 
ments in London papers.

ele., were given by Carbouneau, and 
Kinnear signed an agreement for firo 
years a3 his manager, He had to put 
$2,500 in the debenture gold bonds of 
the company as a guarantco to Car- 
bonneau. | 

4A party of twelve Englishmen Sign- 
ed contracts as workers on the plant- 
ation and paid their money for these 
gold bonds. When they arrived at 
Havana they proceeded up country to 
the plantations and trouble began in 
a few days. Idcal creditors turned 
the Kinnear party out, and they were 
left penniless and stranded. 

Counsel said that Carbonneau had 
no legal title to the estates on which 
he charged the debenture gold bonds, 
and that the whole thing. was a biz 
swindle. Tho prospectus issaed — in 
England by Carbonneau gave Manuel 
Solando, secretary of the Interior for 
Cuba, and Garcia Valez, secretary of 
state, as trustees and directors of the 
company, but failed to tell Kinnear 
and the others that both mon had 
poblicly repudiated such responsibil. 
ities on the stand. 

Kinnear sail that Carbonneau had 
arranged to mect him at the Waldorf 
Hotel in New York, where tho com- 
pietion of the purchase of the estates 
was to be effected, but he did not turn 
up. When Kinnear reached the plant- 
ations thero was nothing fit to ext. 
All the hams and other prorisions 
which Carbonnean had sent from New 
York wero rotten. The plaintiff pre- 
duced in court somo of the gold bonds. 
They were elaborate documents which 
stated that 6 per cent. interest on 
them was payable half-searly at the 
offices of the company in Havana, 
New York, London and Paris.

It asks that a Scottish Parliament 
be given powers similar to those con- 






the control of the postoffice and the 
power to vary customs and excise, 
but with the addition of the adminis- 
tration of old-age pension, national in- 
furance and labor exchanges. 

> The executive power, it is proposed 
shall continue vested in the King. who 
ij.to be represented in Scotland by a 
lord high commissioner, advised by.an 
executive committee of a Scottish 
privy council. 

The power of carrying Imperial 
faxes, except customs and excise, is 
by the bill to be conferred upon the 
Scottish Parliament, which is in addi- 
tion to have the exclusive power of 
levying the existing depen taxes on 
heritable property in land. 

-Now that Ireland is in a fair way to 
receive self-covernment, the “Scottish 
Liberal members have taken up more 
seriously the question of securing 
home rule for their country.

It 
Frzcices (hereim differing from the 
rish bill) for the establishment “in 
‘Scotland of a single Chamber Parlia- 
ment. subordinate to the Imperial 
Parliament. and consisting 40 
Members representing the existing 
constituencies and returned by Par- 
liamentary electors, with the addition 
of Peers. 

The representation of Scotland in 
the House of Commons will continue 
‘at present until seperate prevision 
has been made for devolution in Eng- 
land and Wales, when the represents- 
tion of the component parts of Great 
Britain in the Parliament of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, is reconsidered and re- 
adjusted.

Mr. Lemieux, afi official appointed 
Ly the commission to examine the 
factury scales, reported ‘that in sev- 
eral cases he had found cheese to 
fweigh irom five to ten pourids Jess 
than. the weight marked on* the con- 
fainer. 

Practically all of the factory scales 
were out of order, and in some cases 
it was evident that actual dishonesty 
was practiced in weighing the cteese.
